ANNUAL  REPORT,  1946. 


The  Committee,  in  submitting-  the  Annual  Report, 
beg  to  offer  their  most  grateful  thanks  to  all  who  have  so 
kindly  subscribed  or  rendered  any  service  to  the  Hospital 
during  the  past  year. 

The  work  here  has  for  a  long  time  been  limited  by  the 
inadequate  number  of  beds  and  the  difficulty  in  obtaining 
trained  Nursing  Staff  to  fulfil  the  present-day  require¬ 
ments,  but  nevertheless  some  very  good  work  has  been 
accomplished. 

FINANCE.— -The  amount  of  income  received  has 
fallen  a  good  way  short  of  meeting  current  expenses. 
This  is  explained  as  being  due  to  increased  salaries,  the 
high  cost  of  food,  medicines,  instruments,  and  repairs, 
with  the  result  that  there  is  now  a  debit  balance  at  the 
Bank  amounting  to  £2, 173  14s.  2d. 

On  this  important  point  the  Committee  feel  that  the 
responsibility  rests  upon  them,  and  they  sincerely  hope 
that  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  district  will  realise  the 
necessity  for  them  to  continue  to  give  all  possible  financial 
aid  until  such  time  as  the  Government  shall  take  over  the 
Hospital  under  the  new  National  Health  Service. 

To  mortgage  the  present  Endowments  and  other  assets 
of  the  Hospital  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  be 
detrimental  to  the  future  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  express  their  thanks  and  deep 
appreciation  to  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  and  Consultants, 
the  St.  John  Ambulance,  the  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff, 
the  Ladies’  Committee,  the  Linen  League,  the  House 
Committee,  and  the  Hon.  Chaplain  ;  all  of  whom  have 
so  actively  toiled  to  further  the  benefits  and  general  welfare 
of  the  Patients  receiving  treatment  here. 

It  is  with  very  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  names 
of  the  following  who  have  passed  from  our  midst :  Dr. 
FI.  Harland  Raw  and  Dr.  E.  Baines,  both  members  of  the 
Medical  Staff,  who  rendered  most  valuable  service  to  the 
Hospital  for  over  40  years;  Mr.  Chas.  Wright,  C.A.,  Hon. 
Auditor  ;  Mr.  C.  H.  Hood  and  Mr.  C.  Major  (Members  of 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade)  ;  and  the  following 
subscribers  :  Lady  Robinson  and  the  Rev.  J.  Bennett.  To 
the  relatives  very  deep  sympathy  is  hereby  expressed. 
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THE  HOSPITAL’S  FUTURE.— The  Committee 
realise  that  certain  changes  may  be  expected  when 
Hospitals  are  taken  over  by  the  State,  but  at  present  there 
is  not  sufficient  information  available  to  give  details,  and 
whilst  it  may  be  expected  that  changes  will  be  made  in  the 
administration  there  will  be  facilities  afforded  to  those  who 
are  so  minded  to  continue  to  give  support  to  the  cause  of 
healing. 

It  should  not  be  necessary  to  stress  further  that  any 
effort  to  relieve  the  suffering  should  not  be  withheld  by 
those  who  are  in  a  position  to  contribute  to  the  funds 
required  for  that  purpose,  and  to  all  those  who  are  still 
organising  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Cottage  Hospital  the 
heartfelt  thanks  and  approval  of  the  Committee  are 
accorded. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  good  wishes  to 
Dr.  Lionel  Pern  for  a  complete  recovery  from  his  present 
illness,  and  hope  that  he  may  enjoy  a  long  retirement. 

Thanks  are  tendered  to  the  Press  for  the  publicity  of 
news  in  connection  with  Hospital  matters  and  for  making 
known  the  vital  needs  for  its  welfare.
